WE MUST KEEP STOCKPILE EDGE 
The United States never has revealed how 


big a stockpile ot atom bombs it has or how 
many it is producing yearly. These facts 
have been closely gtuwded secrets and specu- 
la tion about them has not been specific as 
to numbers. 


Now, however, the United Slates News 


has come forth with some bold estimates. It 
guesses the current stockpile to-be at least 
250 atom bombs and predicts that by 1952 
the figure will be 850. Output is calculated'at 
around 200 bombs a year. 


The magazine goes on to state that this 


production rate Is considered to be the peace- 
time maximum for the nation by Dr. J. 
Robert Oppenheimer, one of the bomb's 
developers. 


No authority ••!•£ quoted as a source for 


ihese vital figures. The estimates arc-offered 
flatly, presumably as informed guesses. The 
only clue the News gives is that the atom 
bomb article was prepared at Lake Success, 
site of the United Nations and affiliated 
agencies. 


Since the specific figures appeared, no 


denial or confirmation has been issued by 
any government source. There is no way of 
knowing how accurate the estimates may 
bo. But It is nevertheless worth noting that 
it national magazine has felt sufficient con- 
fidence in its information not only to print 
the figures'in the body of a story but to 
splash them across its cover page. 


The U. S, News was not content to esti- 


mate American atoin bomb output. It said 
that l>y 1952, when the U. S. is supposed to 
have S50 bombs, Russia will have about 100, 
"That is the considered estimate of a nurn- 
ber of U. S. atomic scientists appraising the 
capabilities of Russia," added the magazine. 


if we suppose the estimates are soundly 


based, then what do they mean? 


At first glance, a 1952 margin of 850 U. S. 


bombs to 100 Russian ones would seem to 
be decisive. But U.N. officials are said to 
believe the U. S. advantage is not really 
great. The argument is made that atom 
bomb targets are chiefly limited to big cities 
and (hat Russia has about a dozen fewer 
of those than thp U/tlted States.- 


. Thus, it is contended, the United States 


•would be hard put to bring its numerical 
edge to bear upon the Soviet Union'in the 
event of war; On the other hand,. Russia's 
supply of bombs would definitely bo enough 
1o use against all major big city targets' in 
this country. 


Offhand, it. looks .as II there 
• were much 


room for debate in this field. It is quite an 
assumption to declare thttt atom bombs will 
be useful only against .industrial and other 
targets in large urban centers, The weapon 
has been a reality for just three years and 
pcrh«ps it's a bit early to speak'with.too 
much finality n!>out its uses. Conceptions 
of strategic and tactical bombing are altered 
steadily. 


Until the atom bomb has been an element 


in military planners' thinking for . longer 
than ft few years, there can be little point in 
writing oft' so casually a better than 8 to 1 
advantage or whatever margin the U, £3. 
may actually enjoy over Russia in the period 
just ahead. 


To suggest that our stockpile edge is of 


no real value is virtually to propose that this 
country spend its atom-bomb funds to some 
less costly and more fruitful enterprise. 
Americans know too little about the likely 
nature of a future war and about the .inten- 
tions of their probable enemies to consider 
such a course anything but a bad risk.

U. S. Protests 2nd 


Attack by Reds 


Washington, Nov. 29 UPt—The 


Statc^ Department drafted an "eri- 
ergotlc protest" to the Chinese 
Nationalist government today as 
a result of a second attack on an 
American merchant, ship. 


"The 
'skipper of the vessel, .the 


Sir John Franklin, declared shells 
from two Nationalist warships 
struck his ship 12 times- during a 
barage of about an hour. 


The incident, piling up new 


troubles for the U. S. and Chirm, 
occurred yesterday at tihe mouth 
of the Yangtze river, near Com- 
munist-held Shanghai. 
'It was at virtually the same 
spot where another ship oJ the 
same line, the Flying Cloud, was 
shelled b,y a Nationalist warship 
on Nov. 15. An American protest 
filed at that time has produced no 
reply from the Nationalist govern- 
ment, which at the "moment is 
shitting capitals again to escape. 
the advancing Communists. 


The hew attack brought new 
demands from the ships' opera- 
tors, the Isbrancltsen Co., of New. 
York, that tho U S government- 
protect ..American-commerce. 
•There-was no hint from any of- 
ficial source, however, that in the 
present fasUchangmg- stage of 
developments in iChina the U. S.. 
plans to do more than protest.. 
The worships presumably wore 
enforcing a Nationalist order Is- 
sued last Juno declaring Shanghai 
,and other major Communist-held 
ports to be closed to international 
commerce. 
The U. S and other'maritime 
nations h&ve refused to recognize 
this order as a valid blockade, and 
several ships of the Isbrandtsen 
Round-lhe-World 
Service 
have 
ventured into Shanghai in the face 
qf the Nationalist ban.

Captain Warren Hardy, master 


of the Sir John Franklin, radioed 
in a message, relayed to the State 
Department i from Sha'nghai, that 
the two warships opened fire frorri 
a' distance of 500 yards without' 
the traditional preliminary of a 
warning shot across tho bpw. 
Hardy reported that the war- 
ships were destroyer escorts, 
He said that when they signal- 
led the American ship to stop as it 
was'passing over a bar at 
the 
mouth of the Yangtze .river, he 
replied; "Cannot 
anchor here, 
shallow, .water."-..Board us (while) 
under way or accompany us to 
deep water anchorage. «nd then 
board us,"

He said the .shooting kept up 
oven, after the Sir John Franklin 
reached deep water artd signalled 
the pursuers that the ship was 
dropping anchor.
